DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claim 1 appears generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 

• Species I: Figure 2 

• Species II: Figure 7 

• Species III: Figure 8 

The species are independent or distinct because they show different belt 
arrangements (1 or 2 belts) and figures 7 and 8 show disclose different angles of the 
belt teeth. 

The following discloses patentably distinct sub-species: 

• Sub-Species I: Figure 1 

• Sub-Species II: Figure 5 

• Sub-Species III: Figure 6 

The sub-species are independent and distinct because they show different 
arrangements of the overall apparatus layout. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
and sub-species, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a 
reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species and sub-species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
